DETAILED ACTION 

Receipt of the substitute drawings, specification and abstract is acknowledged. 
The substitute drawings were not approved since each substitute sheet was not labeled 
replacement sheet and annotated sheets were not filed. The specification was not 
approved since it introduced new matter. The new matter appears on page 2 (marked 
copy) where "comprising a bell crank" was changed to --may include , for example, a 
bell crank that is --. The Abstract was not approved since it appears on page 1 1 , 
applicants' remarks end on page 9 and no page 10 was received. Applicants should 
provide page 10. Further applicants in their remarks refer to appendix B as containing 
the new specification and appendix C as containing the new claims but fail to refer to an 
appendix A. The new specification should be labeled appendix B; the claims, appendix 
C; and appendix A provided. The drawings, specification and abstract would be 
approved if resubmitted correcting the above deficiencies. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 11-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 

indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 

applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claim 11, line 10, "the respective second ends" should be -respective 

second ends- since there is no antecedent basis for "the..." and the other in line 18 

should be -another- again to provide clear antecedent basis. 
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Regarding claim 12, line 1, "provided with" should be changed to --wherein one 
of the driven links comprising- and "a" in line 2 should be changed to -the-. 

Regarding claim 13, -spaced— should be inserted before "driven" in line 2. 

Regarding claim 16, this claim appears inaccurate in that the specification sets 
forth that the driven links have a spherical connection at the end connected to the 
platform. See the original specification, page 2, lines 27-29. 

Regarding claim 18, "first" in line 2 should be -drive- and "second", should be 
-driven--.
